CONRAD RICHTER 
Wendell Phillips once said, th at 
"the biggest brains don't go to Con­ 
gress,” And neither are the greatest 
books "first sellers.” 
Tf you are a 
rare book collector you soon learn 
this to be a fact—for a large num ­ 
ber of our greatest novels, at their 
publication, hardly had a respectable 
reading. 
It took years before a second 
edition of Butler’s "The W ay of All 
Flesh" came out. 
First editions of 
Rupert Brooke. Keats, Shelley, Poe. 
and an endless list of writers, are 
almost mythical. Two of the great­ 
est novels of modern tim es are Ar­ 
nold Bennett's "Old Wives* Tale" 
and Somerset M augham's "Of Hu­ 
man Bondage"—but try to find a 
first edition! 
And when you have 
been fortunate enough to discover 
one. weep at the price you will have 
to pay for it! Both great books the 
moment they left the printers—but 
readers then d id n t care for them. 
Now they are recognized classics. 
Thus it has always been, however. 
In the end. regardless, worth and 
greatness cry aloud! 
Many years ago I came across a 
little book called "Tile Sea. of Grass." 
a story of the early W estern coun­ 
try -fu ll of beauty, fine characteri­ 
zation. and full of pioneer vitality. 
It was written by a mr-n by the 
nam e of Conrad Richter. 
I praised 
it a t the time and told my friends 
about it. 
Then when another vol­ 
ume came from the same author, 
and which he called "The Trees," 
I got th a t and read it with the same 
delight and profit. 
One thing I 
have liked about these books Is th at 
they are brief—rich in beauty from 
cover to cover. 
Now another book has come from 
this writer called “Early Americana" 
and I have sent for It.

SPLIT TAX BILL 
PLEA SPURNED 


W ashington, 
June 
17 
‘AP)—A 
jjoltte but emphatic “no” came from 
House Ways and Means Committee 
members today in reply to President 
Roosevelt’s suggestion that Congress 
divide the {lending tax bill and speed 
action on excise levies which would 
produce more than $1,000,000 A day 
in immediate new revenue.
